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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because:ln the response filed 8/3/09 applicant amended the 
claims to include new limitations to further distinguish the claimed invention over the prior art. The Examiner notes that MPEP 706.07 (a) 
states "second or any subsequent actions on the merits shall be final, except where the examiner introduces a new grounds of rejection that 
is neither necessitated by applicant's amendment of the claims, nor based on information submitted in an information disclosure statement 

Applicant's amendments affected the scope of the claims requiring further consideration, thus, necessitating the new grounds of 
rejection. Accordingly, the "Final Action" is justified. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it 
takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 170 
USPQ 209 (CCPA1971). 

In response to applicant's arguments against the Avery reference. It is noted, Avery teaches means for locking (securing or anchoring) the 
cavity and reservoir therebetween (col. 3, lines 28-33 and 40-43). Furthermore, the cited art discloses all the structural components of the 
claimed invention that read on applicant's invention, thus, the cited art is capable of performing the same desired function.
